A NATIONAL DANGER 
The News does not endorse the proposition for the crea­ 
tion of a national department of education under direction of 
a cabinet officer. As we see it this would ge a long step to­ 
wards a further centralization of power and one that is 
highly dangerous. Certainly if the national government is 
going to make appropriations for the support of public educa­ 
tion it is going to direct the educational system and take from 
the states their present powers over their own school organiza­ 
tions. In the hands of politicians of the calibre who are usu­ 
ally appointed to high positions as a reward for thteir activi­ 
ties in a successful campaign the educational system might 
easily be perverted to political propaganda. Germany is a 
lair example of a nation with strongly centralized educational 
system. The text books were prepared to train the minds of 
the children along the lines the governing classes wanted them 
to go and the entire system was devoted to making the people 
think as the kaiser wished and to recognize the kaiser as 
supreme in everything. Above all things the educational sys­ 
tem of a democratic people must be free. Freedom of thought 
must be encouraged instead of being suppressed and the in­ 
dividual left free to work out his own destiny. The states 
have been stripped of one important power after another 
until today very little is left. Among the few things in which 
they are still supreme is the education of the youth and it 
will be a sad day when the national government steps in and 
takes this privilege away from them.

PREPARATION SUCCEEDS. 
It is youth which pays most dearly for procrastinating. 
For it is when we are young that we should lay the founda­ 
tions for future achievements, and by putting off th*e prepar­ 
ation which such achievements demand failure is invited when 
in later years the test comes.
